Army veteran recalls the war

The 26-year-old Army captain crouched 
behind a wall in the logistical camp in 
Saigon. After going through almost two 
years of combat in Vietnam without a 
scratch, he had already been injured 
twice in the last three weeks and was now 
under fire again. 

The gung-ho recruit had argued and 
begged to be here, but now he’d had 
enough. His face had been raked by glass 
in the first rocket blast, shrapnel tore 
through his knee in the second. He was 
bleeding and tired. 

Then the third rocket came down 
against the other side of the wall. 

The blast took out the wall and flipped 
him in the air.

Group pushing 
grocers to 
save the Earth 


By Perry Catlin 


Carol Rougvie of 21 Brechin Ter- 
race, one of the organizers of Earth 
Day’s April 21 activities in Andover, 
wants to make sure the spirit of that 
day stays alive here. One of the 
ways she’s pushing to save the envi- 
ronment is to ask area grocery 
stores to help. 


Last Saturday, Ms. Rougvie stood 
at the recycling collection bin at 
West Middle School and collected 
the signatures of 40 people on pledg- 
es called ‘Environmental Shoppers 
Campaign.” 


Ms. Rougvie says people enthu- 
siastically signed the pledges and 
that she could have collected more, 
but she ran out of the forms. 


The campaign started last April in 
western Massachusetts and it’s now 
being concentrated in the eastern 
part of the state. As of last week, 20,- 
000 pledges were collected in the 
state. 

“They aimed to collect 20,000 by 
June, so they’re ahead of goal,’’ she 
said. 


The pledges ask supermarkets to 
join.in efforts to reduce packaging, 
promote recycling and halt pesticide 
contamination of foods. 


Specifically, the pledges ask gro- 
cers to use only bags made from re- 
cycled paper; use unbleached paper 
or cardboard containers in the deli, 
meat and produce sections; elimi- 
nate Styrofoam packaging; demon- 
strate leadership by requesting 
suppliers provide environmentally 
sound packaging; and provide a sec- 
tion for bulk food purchase of dry 
goods. 


In addition, the pledges ask that 
food that can’t be sold to be distrib- 
uted to food banks and other char- 
ities; to compost any organic 
material that is inedible; to estab- 
lish a full recycling program for the 
store’s waste; and to establish drop- 
off centers for customers’ recycla- 
bles in the supermarket parking lot. 


Also, pledges ask stores to provide 
an organic product section; to estab- 
lish a policy to purchase produce 
with the lowest possible pesticide 
content; to establish a consumer in- 
formation program on_ potential 
health threats and EPA test results 
of applied pesticides; to require 
growers to provide public informa- 
tion on the origin of produce; and to 
support a call for growers to phase 
out pesticide use by ear,

Raytheon 
lands new 
contract 


A $414 million contract awarded to 
Raytheon Co. this week by the U.S. 
Army’s Missile Command should 
give renewed life to the company’s 
Andover plant, which employs 6,000 
people. 

Initial funding of $204 million has 
been received for Patriot missile 
systems ground equipment that is 
made at the Andover facility. This 
contract, along with $36.3 million 
awarded by the Army in April for 
the fiscal 1999 Hawk missile pro- 
gram, should set aside fears of lay- 
offs at the plant, at least for this 
year, 


Funding of the Hawk surface-to- 
air missiles, which are also man- 
ufactured at the Andover facility, 
was questionable in February. The 
company at that time said failure to 
fund the Hawk program could have 
meant the loss of up to 850 jobs at the 
plant. 

The Patriot missile ground equip- 
ment will be supplied to the U.S. 
government for the government of 
Italy to protect that country against 
aircraft, cruise missiles and tactical 
ballistic missiles. 

Raytheon will supply ground 
equipment for 20 Patriot missile sys- 
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tems. The company also expects to 
provide technical assistance to the 
Italian companies that will build the 
missiles, launchers and other equip- 
ment needed to deploy, operate and 
maintain the weapons. 

Both the Hawk and Patriot pro- 
grams are under multi-year con- 
tracts. This year, 1990, is the third of 
a four-year contract for the Hawk 
program. The additional funding for 
the Patriot equipment to complete 
the Italian air defense requirements 
is expected in late 1990. 


Water rates 
are going up 
15 percent

Andover water rates will increase 
by another 15 percent next year. 
That means a family now paying 
$382 a year for 20,000 cubic feet of 
water will pay $440 for the same 
amount next year. 

The $.29 hike will bring rates from 
$1.91 to $2.20 per 100 cubic feet of 
water. The new increase will be- 
come effective on billings after Aug. 
1. 

The hike was requested by Budget 
and Finance Director Tony Torrisi, 
in his position as acting town man- 
ager, to make the water depart- 
ment’s operations 100 percent self- 
sufficient.

Revenues that were supposed to 
make the department self-sufficient 
this year were deflated by an unanti- 
cipated drop in water use, leaving 
the department only 92 percent self- 
supporting with a projected deficit 
of $314,136. The reduced use was 
partially due to the drop in new con- 
struction and part due to conserva- 
tion, according to Mr. Torrisi. 

The increase approved by the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night 
should make the department 97 per- 
cent self-sufficient in FY 1991. The 
plan to make the department com- 
pletely self-sufficient calls for anoth- 
er $.13 rate hike in 1992, a $.05 
increase in 1993 and another $.17 in 
1994. 

Water sales 

Selectmen also approved an in- 
crease in the rates for water sold to 
neighboring communities from $2.36 
to $2.65 per 100 cubic feet. 

The town is negotiating a contract 
to sell up to 1.5 million gallons of wa- 
ter per year to North Reading. An 
article in the June 11 Town Meeting 
warrant will give residents the 
chance to approve entering into such 
a contract. 


Sewer rates upped 

Selectmen also increased sewer 
rates $.16 Monday night, from $1.82 
per 100 cubic feet to $1.98, in an ef- 
fort to make that department self- 
supporting. 


The sewer department covered 95 
percent of its costs this year with the 
help of a $.30 rate hike last year. The 
new increase should make the sewer 
department self-sufficient in fiscal 
1991.

Cathryn said Elizabeth Dix was not no- 
tified by the State Department of her hus- 
band’s death, and Pan American officials 
never notified her either, Peter Dix got on 
that plane at the last minute so he wasn’t 
officially on the passenger list. Elizabeth 
Dix heard about her husband from a re- 
porter friend who had access to a comput- 
er list of the victims.

Cathryn said the families of victims 
have been congratulated by senators and 
others who say the commission to study 
the tragedy might not have been formed 
without the work of the families, and that 
the officials and Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration officials are ready to go forward 
with many of their recommendations. But 
she said the group knows it still has a lot 
of work to do, to maintain the momentum 
to see its recommendations come 
through.

Students get underwater peek 


More than 8,500 students from through- 
out New England visited the Boston Mu- 
seum of Science this month to see live 
telecasts of underwater explorations in 
Lake Ontario. 

Dr. Robert Ballard, a marine geologist 
at the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institu- 
tion and head of the Jason project, is 
leading the two-week expedition to ex- 
plore the Hamilton and Scourge, sunken 
U.S. Navy ships from the War of 1812. 

The scientists use Jason, a remote-con- 
trolled underwater robot, to explore the 
ig sav

an exciting educational experience for 
teachers and students,” said Janet C.

As an introduction to each of the live 
TV sessions, the museum presented a 15- 
minute play called ‘Ghost Ship Gossip” 
about the historical events leading up to 
the sinking of the Scourge and Hamilton. 

The first Jason expedition was in May 
1989 in the Mediterranean Sea. Last year 
Raytheon donated $100,000 to the museum 
to pay for the satellite communications 
system for Jason. 

The Jason project is one of a number of 
educational programs the company sup- 
ports to promote student interest in sci- 
ence and math, Ms. Taylor said. 


® Places to play 


abound in town

As summer approaches, 
many parents are looking for 
an outdoor playground to en- 
joy with their children. 

Andover maintains three 
neighborhood playgrounds: 
Cuba Street (between 
Shawsheen and Red Spring 
roads), Ballardvale (off And- 
over Street, across from the 
fire station) and Iceland Road 
(off Route 133 near Shawsheen 
Corners). 

Ballardvale has the tradi- 
tional playground equipment 
of high metal slide, swings, 
merry-go-round, sandbox and 
monkey bars. It has three tod- 
dler swings, a basketball court 
and baseball field. 

Cuba Street has similar 
equipment (minus the toddler 
swings) and a half basketball 
court. 

Iceland Road, now the site of 
Penguin Park, has uipment 
much like that at the other 
town playgrounds. However, a 
group of citizens raised almost 
$40,000 from community dona- 
tions and this spring built a 
playground. 

Penguin Park contains two 
multi-level structures, one in- 
tended to be developmentally 
appropriate for toddlers and 
the other for children up to 7 
years old, but which may be 
enjoyed by older children. 

The town maintains play 


equipment at several areas at 
Recreation Park. This equip- 
ment is located at the softball 
field, Pomps Pond and the 
area to the left of the all-pur- 
pose court. While much of this 
equipment is not currently us- 
able, several new spring-type 
pieces have been added. (Sev- 
eral of the more dangerous 


pieces of equipment at the © 


town playgrounds are sched- 
uled for removal by the town’s 
maintenance department. ) 

Each elementary school and 
the Early Childhood Center 
has a playground. These may 
only be used when school is not 
in session. Bancroft Elemen- 
tary School has Dragon’s Lair, 
a recently built play area de- 
signed for the elementary 
school-age child. (Younger 
children may need to be close- 
ly supervised. ) 

Sanborn Elementary School 
recently added play equipment 
primarily suitable for children 
over 6. West Elementary has 
been adding play equipment 
and plans more. South El- 
ementary has added two tire 
swings to its traditional equip- 
ment. The Early Childhood 
Center has new equipment as 
well as the traditional metal 
climbing structures. 

There are several play- 
grounds in the greater And-

For a couple months, the Ist Cavalry 
was chosen to train a group of Israeli sol- 
diers on the use of helicopters in combat 
for a secretive mission. One of the Israe- 
lis wore a patch over his eye and Mr. Do- 
herty would later recognize him as Moshe 
Dayan, the Israeli war hero, 

Immediately after the training, the Is- 
raelis returned home to defeat the Egyp- 
tians in the six-day war of June, 1967. 

Lt. Doherty enjoyed his assignment 
with the 1st Cavalry so much he signed to 

return for another nine-month stint. He 
then took a leave back to Andover in July 


of 1967 and watched the Red Sox “Dream 
Team” hustle toward its pennant victory. 

But instead of returning to Da Nang, his 
orders were switched and Mr. Doherty, 
now a captain, ended up in Hue, the impe- 
rial capital of Vietnam. 

“No way did I want to go there. There 
was just a lot of activity from Hue on 
north,’ Mr. Doherty says. 

He was assigned to a converted, run- 
down hotel serving as a base compound 
and again helped to plot air strikes 
against the North Vietnamese. The end of 
his tour, on Feb. 14, was nearing when 
military intelligence started hearing 
about a possible major enemy assault. 

“We were getting a lot of intelligence 
that there was going to be a major coun- 
try-wide attack,” he remembers. 

On January 30, the Tet Festival, the 
biggest Chinese holiday, several major 
cities did come under attack, but not Hue. 
By nightfall, Capt. Doherty and his com- 
patriots were starting to believe they’d 
been spared. 

“T had seen combat with the ist Cav,

Fire station 
is an antique

If you live in Andover’s Ballardvale 
section or you pass through it you’ll see a 
piece of Andover’s living history. The 
ee fire station is a bona fide an- 

que. 

The station house is more than 100 
years old and is still used as one of the 
town’s three fire stations. The other two 
are the Central Station on North Main 
Street and the West Station on Greenwood 
Road. 

Down the years the Ballardvale station 
has changed in both noticeable and subtle 
ways through renovations to its interior 
and alterations to its exterior. Like many 
other antique buildings, the station house 
requires continous maintenance and up- 

eep 

Its walls and floors have garaged a va- 
riety of fire-fighting equipment from 
horse-drawn steamers at the turn of the 
century to fossil-fuel driven trucks during 
its 100-year history. As the equipment 
was updated it became bigger, taller and 
heavier. 

The latest round of repairs were fin- 
ished last month. Approximately $6,000 
was spent to stabilize the station’s main 
floor that had been weakened due to the 
weight of the two trucks housed in the 
building, said Frederick Jaeschke, direc- 
tor of municipal maintenance. 

“The floor was beginning to crack un- 
der the weight (of the trucks.) We shored 
it up with steel lally columns between the 
celler floor and ceiling,’’ he said. 

Some town and fire officials as well as 
many residents wonder if the town should 
patch a building that may have been out- 
grown two decades ago. 

“T don’t want to see a lot of money put 
into a station that should be abandoned,”’ 
said Mr. Jaeschke. ‘‘But, of course we'll 
continue to do the emergency stuff that 
comes up.’ 

Former Fire Chief William Downs 
would like to see money spent on a new

happend in the near future. 

“T just hate to see them keep pumping 
more money into that building,’’ said Mr. 
Downs, now a member of the Board of 
Selectmen. We’ve been talking about re- 
placing it for over 25 years.’’The prospect 
of having a new fire station built in the 
near future doesn’t look any brighter than 
it did in the late 1960s when a study rec- 
ommended one be built, said Fire Chief 
Harold Hayes. He said he doesn’t see 
where the town would find the money in 
the next couple years to finance a million- 
dollar project. 

The study was done during Mr. Downs’ 
tenure as fire chief and recommended a 
new station be built in the southern part 
of town. 

Until Chief Hayes receives word about 
a new station for that area of town, he and 
the municipal maintenance department 
maintain the station as best they can. 
Work is scheduled to remove a no longer 
used fuel pump and tank as well as create 
more parking space for firefighters on 
duty at the station, said Chief Hayes. 

In 1940 the station had to be fitted with 
two new doors to accommodate the larg- 
er, taller equipment. By the 1950s the 
wooden floors that were once strong 
enough to support a team of four horses 
had to be replaced with steel reinforced 
concrete.

My past experience 
proves that a retailer carries 
what his customers ask for.

In its recent history the station has 
been surrounded by controversy concern- 
ing its future at its current location.

repelled. 

In the morning, the Americans found 
that each of the 31 enemy machine- 
gunned by Mr. Doezama were carrying 
one-quarter pound blocks of TNT, one for 
each room of the compound. 

Within hours, 7,000 North Vietnamese 
troops had entered Hue. 

“They attacked every base in the city 
and overran all but two,’’ Mr. Doherty 
says. His was one of the two. 

Then it was quiet for four or five days, 
according to Mr. Doherty. 

“We were getting kind of bored,” he 
says. 

He and a couple others had gone out on 
one short patrol when they heard a group 
of the enemy had set up camp in a soccer 
stadium down the street. Without orders, 
he and five others went to check out the 
stadium. 

As they approached it, walking in a 
straight line, a machine gun opened up. 
George R. Kendall Jr., the other name in 
the frame on the wall, was killed while 
walking directly in front of Mr. Doherty. 
The Marine behind Mr. Doherty was hit 
and wounded. 

“It was just luck. I was the tallest,” he 


says. 

The five went back to the compound for 
reinforcements so they could return to get 
the body of their fallen comrade. 

Returning with reenforcements, Mr. 
Doherty walked behind a tank directing 
its fire from a radio mounted on the back 
of the vehicle as it rolled toward the dead 
Marine. The tank blasted the machine 
gun in a huge explosion. 

They were moving ahead, thinking the 
way was clear, when a bazooka rocket hit 
the front of the tank, bounced over it and 
exploded on a wall beside Mr. Doherty’s 
head, knocking him to the ground. 

He remembers calling for a medic but 
didn’t realize he was the one injured. Sh- 
rapnel had torn a hole in his right knee 


and he was bleeding badly. Back at the 
base, a young medic pulled several pieces 
ir metal from the knee, but couldn’t get it 
all. 

The Tet offensive would continue for 21 
days. On Feb. 14 Mr. Doherty became a 
civilian, the same day the Americans 


started running air strikes to drive out 


the enemy. He was put on a helicopter 
headed for Saigon. 

‘The helicopter was restricted to flying 
down the river and all along the way 
we’re getting hit and shot at,’’ Mr. Doher- 
ty says. 

They made it 20 miles to the ocean, 
“sort of crash landed,” patched up the 
helicopter and continued to Da Nang. 

“T arrived in Saigon on the 18th,’’ he 
says. 

Saigon was away from most of the 
fighting and Capt. Doherty was in a camp 
of mostly logistical personnel. The Army 
pave him his first purple heart medal, a 

ronze star and scheduled him for a flight 
home the next day. 

But at midnight rockets and mortars 
poured into the camp. 

A group of about 30 North Vietnamese 
caught in a battle with South Vietnamese 
Army Rangers had retreated into the 
camp. Mr. Doherty shot one or two of 
them before taking cover behind what he 
thought was a solid wall. 

He was not gung ho anymore. He was 
hurting and wanted to go home. 

“The next thing I know there’s this tre- 
mendous explosion and I’m_ thrown 
across the room and land upside down,” 
he says, 


He was unconscious for 12 hours and 
dazed for a couple hours after that. 

“They poured me into a jeep and took 
me up to the airport,’ Mr. Doherty says. 

He knee was still bleeding when he 
boarded a chartered Continental airline 
flight for Tokyo. As he took off mortar 
and rocket fire could be seen all around 
the airport.

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Army veteran Doherty recalls war 


His welcome home included being spit 
on by a “flower child” at the airport in 
San Francisco. He hit the man with his 
crutch only to fall down himself. 

“Within 12 hours, I was out of the 
Army,’’ he says. 

Back at the Veteran’s Administration 
Hospital in Boston he was told that the 
shrapnel in his leg couldn’t be removed 
without damaging the knee. He also suf- 
fered some hearing loss and still has ir- 
regular brain waves as a result of the two 
severe concussions. 

In 1979 the knee started giving him 
problems and the day is coming when it 
will have to be replaced with a man-made 
one. 

Capt. Doherty used the GI bill to return 
to school and earn his law degree at Bos- 
ton College and today he is lawyer prac- 
ticing both criminal and civil cases. 

One wall of his office has a poster of the 
Vietnam Memorial and the two names 
lifted from it. Insignia patches and rib- 
bons are in one frame. The bronze star, 
awarded for meritorious achievement, 
and the three purple hearts are in another 
frame. 

“T’ve always been proud to be a Viet- 
nam veteran, but I didn’t talk a lot about 
it,’’ Mr. Doherty says. 

Attitudes toward the Vietnam War and 
its veterans have changed in the last six 
or seven years. Movies such as ‘Pla- 
toon,’’ which Mr. Doherty thinks is the 
most realistic Vietnam movie, have 
helped. 

“Tt shows how absolutely rotten war is 
for the guys who have to fight it,’’ he 
says. 

He is looking forward to Monday’s Me- 
morial Day parade. 


“That’s a big day for me,”’ he says. “I 
think back to what happened. I think 
about the guys from Andover. I think 
about the guys who died in Korea. Now 
that’s a forgotten war.”

A shot in

There may be other reasons for 
not overriding, but just to slam the 
state is not sufficient. 

To override or not to override — 
the issue is a The next 
weeks leading up to the June 11 
Town Meeting where residents face 
the decision are important times in 
‘which people should do their home- 
work. The School Department has 
scheduled two community-wide 
meetings for parents, residents and 
school staff to discuss budget im- 
pacts of no override or of an over- 
ride. Budget impacts at the 
elementary school level will be dis- 
cussed Tuesday, May 29, at 8 p.m. 
at West Elementary School. Im- 
pacts at the secondary level will be 
discussed Wednesday, June 6, at 8 
p.m., at West Middle School audito- 
rium. 

The information the schools have 
distributed is confusing. The Board 
of Selectmen has failed to take a po- 
sition on overriding. It would help if 
the selectmen took a stand on the 
issue. 


Still another confusion surround- 
ing Hie override is Gov. Michael Du- 
kakis’ battle with the courts over 
whether he had the right to withhold 
state aid money from cities and 
towns. Since there is a chance the 
courts will make Dukakis release 
that money, Andover could come 
into close to $1 million and either 
dramatically cut the amount 
needed from an override or negate 
the need altogether. With that possi- 
bility hanging over Andover voters’ 
heads, an override has a slim 
chance of passing. 


Obviously questions about an 
override remain unanswered. While 
officials scramble to answer some 
of them, residents would do best to 
attend the meetings and call School 
Committee and Board of Selectmen 
members with questions. But writ-

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A town is like 
a corporation 


Editor, Townsman: 

During the economic depression of 
the 1930s, my grandfather was presi- 
dent of a successful company. One of 
the reasons his company stayed 
strong in those trying economic 
times was that he refused to cut his 
research and development budgets, 
even though cuts had to be made 
elsewhere. What this meant was that 
the company continued to have the 
people, the innovations and the prod- 
ucts it needed to compete. 

In some ways a town is like a cor- 
poration and the successful towns in 
the next decade will be the ones that 
take care of research and devel- 
opment. For a town, its research 
and development department is its 
school system. We know who the 
successful towns will be: Weston, 
Dover, Wellesley. All towns that 
have overridden Proposition 2% in 
order to support education. 

Will Andover be among them? As 
the state of Massachusetts continues 
to withdraw its financial aid to 
towns like Andover over the next 
few years, it is my belief that the 
town has a choice of making up the 
difference permanently through a 
general override of Prop. 2% or liv- 
ing with poorer quality schools. I 
also believe that an override of 24 is 
by far the most cost effective means 
of maintaining good schools in And- 
over. 

First of all, each taxpayer can de- 
duct their local property taxes from 
their state and federal taxes. It is 
the one way that each of us has to 
insure that more of our total tax bur- 
den stays at home. Secondly, the 
override will cost the average home 
in Andover approximately $100. 
Send the state government a mes- 
sage. I am going to spend $100 more 
on Andover so that less goes to Bea- 
con Hill. 

I would also like to point out a cou- 
ple of the more damaging impacts of 
the cuts that we will have to endure 
if the override fails. Classes at the 
27-student level will be common- 
place in the elementary schools. 
Such large class sizes get our chil- 
dren off to a weak start in their edu- 
cational careers. These classes 
should be in the 21 to 22 students 
range to insure effective primary 
education. 

Will we live with these high teach- 
er-pupil ratios? Yes. Do we provide 
the students of Andover with a qual- 
ity education? In my opinion, the an- 
swer is not as good as we could or 
should. In the high school, class 
sizes will go up in several subject 
areas, reducing the teaching effec- 
tiveness in those instructional units, 
but much more distressing is that 
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Finally, in terms of an impact on 
town use of school facilities we will 
be shutting down most of the schools 
at 3 p.m. The lights will go off, the 
heat will be turned down and the 
doors will be locked. The school de- 
eto will try to work with DCS 
0 preserve as many activities as 
possible, but it will not be by heating 
all the gymnasiums after the school 
day is over. 

Other negative impacts of the edu- 
cational service reductions will be 
described in much greater detail in 
the Finance Committee report, 
which each household will receive 
prior to Town Meeting. I urge every- 
one to study it with care and be sure 
to come to Town Meeting on June 11 
at the Collins Center. The override 
question is Article 5 and will be de- 
bated the first night.

Didn’t know 
library rules 


Editor, Townsman: 

I applaud last week’s editorial, 
“Access for Everyone,’’ which dis- 
cussed Memorial Hall Library’s cur- 
rent policy severely limiting 
children’s access to the library.

I made an issue of what may ap- 
pear on the surface to be trivial in 
this case because I feel that the arbi- 
trary suspension of my borrowing 
privileges without any prior notice 
constitutes bad library policy. (It 
also deprives me of the opportunity 


to use other libraries that are mem- 
bers of the same computer network 
and deprives my fifth-grade Gaughe 
ter access to library materials 

cause I cannot use my card for her.) 


I have asked the library director 
and the Board of Library Trustees to 
tell me specifically what the librar- 
y’s policy is on the suspension of li- 
brary borrowing privileges.

Wednesday afternoon. 

Two of the chemicals the student group 
is concerned with are methyl chloroform 
and CFC-113 (Freon), both of which con- 
tribute to the destruction of the ozone lay- 
er. ; 
“We want them to give us a timetable 

for the elimination of these two chemi- 

cals,’’ Mr. McBride said this week. 
Raytheon’s Andover plant, on Lowell 
_ Street, was on the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency’s list of companies with the 
greatest amount of toxic air emissions in 

1988, according to Hillel Gray, toxic poli- 

cy analyst for the Massachusetts Public 

Interest Research Group (MASSPIRG). 

The Andover plant released a combined 
amount of 883,966 pounds of the two chem- 
icals in 1987; 622,442 pounds in 1988; and 
just over 500,000 pounds in 1989, according 
to Ed Powers, a Raytheon spokeman. 

Raytheon uses the two chemicals to 
clean electronic circuit boards for missile 
guidance systems. Other companies, such 

Equipment Corp., have 
changed to using solutions that do not 
contain CFCs, but Raytheon has not found 
a suitable replacement for its needs, 
according to Mr. Powers. 

The company is currently studying a 
water-based solution being tested by Digi- 
tal, which could replace the CFC solu- 
tions. It is also considering adopting a 
manufacturing process being used by a 
German subsidiary that doesn’t require 
the use of CFCs, according to Mr. Pow- 
ers. 

The emissions have been reduced by 
more than 40 percent in the past two 
years at the Andover plant by making 
other changes in the procedures that use 
these products, according to Mr. Powers. 

Upgrading the equipment has allowed 
Raytheon to do the same job using less 
chemicals. Educating workers on conser- 
vation practices, some as simple as keep-

ing lids on containers to avoid 
evaporation, have also helped. 

Everett Penney, Andover’s health di- 
rector, recognized that Raytheon has 
been working to reduce CFC emissions at 
the plant. The director also said the emis- 
sion figures themselves don’t indicate a 
threat to public health. 

“That’s not conclusive of any public 
health impact,’ Mr. Penney said. “I 
think it needlessly alarms people. There 
are other factors to be considered in the 
equation.” 

Among those factors are the level and 
rate of emission as well as the toxicity of 
the material released, according to Mr. 
Penney. 

Mr. McBride toured Raytheon’s And- 
over plant Tuesday and was impressed. 

“T was sort of impressed. They’re put- 
ting a lot of money into reduction,” Mr. 
McBride said Tuesday. 

But the officials with whom he met 
would not give any specific dates on fur- 
ther reductions and said they wouldn’t 
make any false promises, according to 
Mr. McBride. He was hoping that more of 
a commitment might come out of the 
shareholders’ meeting Wednesday. MAS- 
SPIRG officials expected some share- 
holders to ask Raytheon at the 
Wednesday meeting for reductions of the 
ozone-destroying chemicals. 

The Andover Raytheon plant has 6,000 
employees. 

The 700 signatures on the ECO petition 
are about half students and half adult res- 
idents from Andover, North Andover and 
ans area towns, according to Mr. Mc- 
Bride.

ble funds or by any combination of the foregoing; and to authorize and direct 
the Conservation Commission with the approval of the Board of Selectmen on 
behalf of the Town to enter into any agreement that it deems advantageous with 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, under the provisions of General Laws, 
Chapter 132A, Section 11, for partial reimbursement of the costs of the acquisi- 
tion of the above described land; or take any other action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 59. To see if the Town will vote to raise by taxation, by transfer from 
available funds, by borrowing or by any combination of the foregoing and ap-

erk. 

The following rules and regulations shall apply to the installation, operation and 

maintenance of Fire Alarm systems. 

1.0 SCOPE 

Fire alarm systems shall include systems connected to Fire Headquarters by 

the Municipal Fire Alarm circuit, direct wire and any systems which use exte- 

rior audible signals at the alarm location. 


2.0 AUTHORITY 

Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 148, Section 26A-26H require the installa- 
tion of alarm systems in certain buildings and places responsibility for the 
enforcement of these provisions with the Fire Chief. This by-law is adopted to 
establish uniform rules and regulations, and to implement a schedule of fees for 
the installation, operation, and maintenance of said alarm systems. 


3.0 ALARM SYSTEM INSTALLATION 


A. Any current or future alarm user may contract with an alarm company of 
their choice for the purchase, lease, installation and servicing of an alarm 
system on their premises. 

B. No alarm system or equipment shall be connected to the Central Dis- 
patching Console without prior written approval of the Fire Chief. 


B.1 This approval shall include municipal connection, direct wire and dial up 
devices. 


C. The only types of systems which will be allowed to connect to Central 
Dispatch Console will be systems which utilize telephone dialer transmitters or 
connection via the Municipal Fire Alarm circuits, or such other type deemed 
compatible with the Central Dispatch Console. 


C.1 Existing telephone dialers using voice-type tape recorders, are allowed. 
Such alarm systems are to use the special alarm number set up only for this 
purpose. No equipment, as described in C.1, shall use the primary reporting 
telephone number. 


D. Actual connection to the Central Dispatch Console will be made by the 
Town’s designated Alarm Contractor, or Fire Alarm Division personnel. Alarm 
users will be required to pay the Alarm Contractor for this service as set forth 
in a contract between the Contractor and Alarm user. 


E. The Town accepts no liability whatsoever for conditions which prevent 
proper reception of signals from the users premises. 


4.0 ALARM SYSTEM REGULATIONS 

A. Each alarm user shall submit to the Fire Chief the names, addresses and 

telephone numbers of three (3) persons who can be reached at any time, day or 
night, who are authorized to gain entrance into the protected premises for the 
purposes of silencing and resetting the alarm system. It shall be the alarm 
system user’s responsibility to keep this information up to date. Each control 
panel shall have located inside its door the above information and also the name 
of the Company and phone numbers of the Company which currently services 
the system. 
Written instructions for resetting the control panel shall be clearly visible on the 
control panel. Permission to attempt a system reset must be on file with the 
Fire Department if user wishes the Fire Department to reset control unit. It 
shall be the alarm user's responsibility to keep this information up to date. If 
after three (3) attempts a system will not reset the zone, or if necessary, the 
system, it will be left unrestored. In this event, attempts shall be made to 
contact the parties from the data given by the user. The Town assumes no 
liability for inability to contact listed persons. 

A.1 In the event an alarm users panel or zone or other protective system 
cannot be reset, or the contact person cannot respond to the premises within a 
short period of time, the Fire Department will set a fire alarm system detail to 
the building. The charges for this detail shall be billed to the building or com- 
plex owner who will remit payment to the Fire Department. A two hour mini- 
mum will be charged for that service. 

A.1.1 This regulation shall apply to all alarm systems; i.e., those connected to 
the Central Dispatch Console and those equipped with exterior audible signal 
devices. 

A.1.2 Any building other than a residential building of less than six (6) units 
which has a fire alarm system or other fire protection system shall provide a 
secure key lock box installed in a location accessible to the Fire Department in 
case of any emergency. This key lock box shall contain keys to the fire alarm 
system control panel and any other keys necessary to operate or otherwise 
service the fire protection systems. The key lock box shall be a type approved 
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by the Fire Chief and shall be located and installed as instructed by the Fire 
Chief and/or the Fire Prevention Bureau personnel. ; 

A.1.3 All premises shall have their legal street number clearly visible as per 
existing Town by-laws, prior to connection of the alarm systems to the Central 
Dispatch Console. 

B. All alarm users must notify the Central Dispatch Center in advance of any 
testing of equipment. Failure to do so may constitute a false alarm and there- 
fore be subject to fee assessment. 

C. Any direct wire user who has multiple purpose alarms, i.e., fire or medical 
aid, or any combination thereof, must provide for individual alarm connections 
to the Central Dispatch Console as required. 

D.1 Alarm systems which generate false alarms in any twelve (12) month 
period shall be subject to assessment as follows: 

(12 month period is a fiscal year July 1 to June 30) 
Fire Alarm System False Alarms 


Step 1 1 thru 3 None 
Step 2 4 thru 5 $200.00 each 
Step 3 6 or more $400.00 each 


4.0.D.2 DEFINITION OF FALSE ALARM 

The activation of an alarm system due to mechanical failure, malfunctioning 
equipment, improper installation or negligence of the user of the alarm system, 
or his employees or agents. Excluded from this definition are activations of 
alarm systems caused by utility company power outages, communication re- 
ceiving equipment problems at Central Dispatch, or other acts of nature beyond 
the control of the alarm user. 

False alarms shall include but not be limited to the following situations: 

(A) The continued activations of alarms resulting from any condition where 
no effective effort is made to correct the condition; 

(B) Detection devices reacting to a condition such as dirt, dust, or any other 
debris or material resulting from the failure of the owner to properly maintain 
and clean the system; 

The obligations of owners for the proper maintenance of their systems shall 
be set forth in 527 CMR 24.08, which is incorporated herein by reference. 

(C) Detection devices reacting to a condition such as smoke, steam, etc., 
where such occurences are continuous with no corrective action taken. 

(E) Alarm users, who cannot produce a valid service agreement for the pro- 
tected property shall pay an additional $50.00 per step. It is the intent of this 
section to have systems maintained on a regular basis annually. 

E.1 False alarms caused by faulty telephone service, electrical storms, or 
power outages will be excluded from assessments. 

E.1.1 False alarms received during the first thrity (30) days of connection 
shall be discounted provided no malicious intent has occurred and every at- 
tempt has been made to rectify new installation defects. 

E.2 Determination that a false alarm has been transmitted will be the respon- 
sibilty of the Fire Chief or other duly appointed Fire Department Officer. 

E.2.1 Malicious false alarms shall be excluded provided the alarm system 
owner actively discourages these types of alarm through education and installa- 
tion of deterrent devices applicably designed for these purposes, when request- 
ed by the Fire Chief. 

E.3 Payments of assessments will be billed by and paid to the Fire Depart- 
ment. 

E.4 Upon failure of an alarm user to pay two (2) consecutive fees assessed 
withing sixty (60) days of the assessment, the Fire Chief shall order the alarm 
user to discontinue the use of the alarm system for not more than six (6) 
months. Recovery of funds shall be throught court proceedings. 

E.5 Town, County and State agencies are exempt from the provisions of the 
assessment schedule. 

5.0 VIOLATIONS 

A. The following acts and omissions shall constitute a violation of these regu- 
lations and shall be punishable as follows, by a fine of not less than $100.00 nor 
more than $200.00 per offense. 

A.1 Failure to follow a written order issued by the Fire Chief to disconnect a 
fire alarm system from the municipal box, or to disable a telephone dialer 
arranged to dial the special alarm telephone number. 

A.2 Failure to disconnect, after notification, an unauthorized telephone dial- 
ing device arranged to dial the Central Dispatch Console. 

A.3 Failure to pay two (2) or more consecutive assessment fees assessed 
under Section 4, paragraph E of these regulations, within sixty (60) days from 
the date of the second assessment. 

A.4 Failure to comply with the regulations set forth in Section 3 and 4 of these 
regulation. 

A.5 Continued transmission of false alarms caused by the users negligence or 
system malfunctions on the user premises which is under the user’s control, and 
where no effective effort is made to correct the condition. 

6.0 APPEAL 

A. An alarm user wishing to appeal a decision of the Fire Chief pursuant to 

Section 4.0 paragraph E of these regulations may within fifteen (15) calendar 
days of the fees assessment request in writing a hearing with the Board of 
Selectmen.

ARTICLE 75. To see if the Town will vote to raise by taxation, by transfer from 
available funds, by borrowing or by any combination of the foregoing and ap- 
propriate the sum of $270,000, or any greater or lesser sum, for the design and 
installation of a traffic signal at High Street and Haverhill Street and for costs 
incidental and related thereto, including the acquisition of any easements re- 


quired in connection therewith; and to authorize the Town to accept any Feder- 
al or State grants to reduce the cost thereof. 


ARTICLE 76. To see if the Town will vote to raise by taxation, by transfer from 
available funds, by borrowing, or by any combination of the foregoing and 
appropriate $150,000 for architectural/engineering fees associated with the pre- 
paration of preliminary plans and designs for the construction, renovations 
and/or additions to the Public Safety Center and Town Yard. 


ARTICLE 77. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town of Andover Code 
of By-Laws, Article XII, Miscellaneous B-Laws, by adding a new Section, De- 
molition of Historically Significant Buildings and Structures, said Section to be 
numbered by the Town Clerk, to read as follows: 


1. Intent and Purpose: This bylaw is adopted for the purpose of protecting and 
preserving historically significant buildings and structures, as defined in Sec- 
tion 2.F. below, which constitute or reflect distinctive features of the history of 
the town of Andover, and for the purpose of promoting the public welfare 
through the preservation of the architectural, historical, cultural and aesthetic 
qualities of the Town. Through this bylaw the Town desires to encourage own- 
ers, and others, to preserve, rehabilitate, or restore such historically significant 
buildings or structures rather than demolishing or removing them. 


It is not intended that this bylaw cover customary and usual alterations, wheth- 
ed ee jor or minor, to historically significant buildings and structures, provided 

character and effect of such alterations is not, in the opinion of the 
pattie tantamount to demolition of such a building or structure in contra- 
vention of the above intent and purpose. 


2. Definitions: For the purposes of this bylaw, the following words and phrases 
shall have the following meanings: 


A. Building: A free-standing structure designed for the shelter or housing 
of persons, animals, chattels or property of any kind. 
B. Commission: The Andover Historical Commission. 


a Days: For the purposes of this bylaw, ‘‘days’’ shall mean calendar 
ys. 

D. Demolition: Any act of pulling down, destroying, altering significantly, 
or razing a structure, or any attached portion thereof. 

E. Demolition Permit: The permit issued by the Building Inspector as 
required by the State Building code for the demolition, partial demolition 
or removal of a building or structure from its lot, or the moving of the 
building or structure on its lot. 

F. Historically Significant Building or Structure: Any building or struc- 
ture which is (1) associated with any one or more historic persons or 
events or with the architectural, cultural, economic, political or social 
history of the Town of Andover, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
and/or The United States of America; or (2) is historically or architectu- 
rally important by reason of type, period, style and method of building 
construction, or represents the work of a well-known architect or builder, 
either by itself or in the context of a group of buildings or structures. 


G. Inspector: Andover Inspector of Buildings. 


H. ‘‘Preferably Preserved” Historically Significant Building or structure: 
Any historically significant building or structure which is established af- 
ter a public hearing by the Commission to be worthy of preservation. 

I. Removal: To transfer a structure from its existing location. 


J. Structure: Any combination of materials assembled, constructed, 
erected or maintained at a fixed location and placed permanently or tem- 
porarily in or on the ground. 


3. Regulated Buildings and Structures: The provisions of this bylaw shall apply 
only to the following buildings and structures: 
A. Any building or structure listed on, or which is the subject of a pending 
application for inclusion on, the National Register of Historic Places or 
the Massachusetts State Register of Historic Places; or 


B. Any building or structure located within 200 feet of the boundary line of 
any Federal, State or Local Historic District; or 


C. Any building or structure included in the Inventory of the Historic and 
Prehistoric Assets of the Commonwealth maintained by the Commission 
or which is designated by the Commission for inclusion in said Inventory. 
D. However, the provisions of this bylaw shall not apply to any building or 
structure located in a local Historical District and subject to regulation 
under the provisions of General Laws Chapter 40C. 


4. Procedure: 


A. Application: Within ten days of the filing of such application, the In- 
spector or his assistant shall forward a copy of each demolition permit 
application for a building or structure identified in Section 3, above, to the 
Commission. 


B. Historically Significant Determination: Within 40 days from the Com- 
mission’s receipt of a demolition permit application, the Commission shall 
hold an open meeting to hear and collect information and evidence to 
determine whether or not the building or structure is historically signifi- 
cant. The applicant for the permit shall be notified in writing at least 7 
days prior to the open meeting. The 40 day period may be extended by

written agreement signed by the applicant and a member of the Commis- 
sion. 


1) If the Commission determines that based upon available informa- 
tion and evidence, the building or structure is not historically signifi- 
cant, the Commission shall forthwith notify the Inspector in writing 
of its decision, including the reasons for such a determination, and 
the Inspector may issue a demolition permit. 


2) If the Commission determines that based upon available informa- 
tion and evidence the building or structure is historically significant, 
the Commission shall notify the Inspector in writing of its decision, 
including the reason for such a determination, and notify the Inspec- 
tor to inform the applicant that a historically significant building or 
structure demolition/removal plan review must be made prior to 
the issuance of a demolition permit. 


C. Historically Significant Building or Structure Demolition/Removal 
Plan Review: 


1) Within 30 days after the Commission’s determination that a build- 
ing or structure is historically significant, the applicant for the de- 
molition permit shall submit to the Commission 6 copies of a 
demolition/removal plan that includes the following information: 


a. A map showing the present location of the building or struc- 
ture to be demolished/removed on its property with references 
to lot lines and neighboring buildings; 


b. Three inch by five inch (3” x 5’’) photographs of all sides of 
the building or structure; and, 


c. A brief description identifying the reasons for the proposed 
demolition/removal, including any data to justify the need for 
demolition/removal and the proposed reuse of the parcel on 
which proposed demolition is located. 


2) Within 50 days from its receipt of the demolition/removal plan, 
the Commission shall hold a public hearing with respect to the de- 
molition/removal application and plan. With the assistance of the 
Department of Community Development and Planning, notice of the 
public hearing shall be advertised in a newspaper of local circula- 
tion at least 7 days Hise to the public hearing. The applicant, the 
Planning Board, and all immediate abutters of the property where 
the building or structure is to be demolished/removed shall be noti- 
fied in writing of the public hearing by mailing or delivering notice 
thereof to them at least 7 days prior to the date of the public hearing. 
D. Decision: 


1) Within 60 days from the Commission’s receipt of the demolition/remo- 
val plan, but no later than 21 days after the public hearing, the Commis- 
sion shall make a written decision stating its reasons for such a 
determination, including a specific statement as to whether or not the 
building or structure should be preferably preserved because of its histori- 
cal significance. 


2) If the building or structure is determined by the Commission not to be 
preferably preserved or if the Commission fails to file its written decision 
with the Inspector within 65 days from its rece iN of the demolition/remo- 
val plan, then the Inspector may issue a demolition permit. 


3) If the building or structure is determined to be preferably preserved, 
then the Inspector shall not issue a demolition permit for a period of 6 
months from the date the Commission determined that the building was 
“historically significant’, unless the Commission informs the Inspector 
prior to the expiration of the 6 month period that: 


A. In the opinion of the Commission there is no likelihood of preserv- 
ing, restoring or rehabilitating the building; or 


B. The Commission is satisfied that the applicant for the demolition 
permit has made a bona fide, reasonable and unsuccessful effort to 
locate a purchaser for the building or structure who is willing to 
preserve, rehabilitate or restore the building or structure; or 


C. The applicant for the demolition permit has agreed to accept a 
demolition permit according to certain conditions approved by the 
Commission. 


5. Emergency Demolition: If a building or structure poses an immediate threat 
to public health or safety due to its deteriorated condition, the owner of such 
building or structure may request issuance of an emergency demolition permit 
from the Inspector. As soon as practicable after the receipt of such request 
from the owner, the Inspector shall arrange to have the property inspected by 
himself or his designee, and the Chairman of the Commission or his design 
After inspection of the building or structure and consultation with the Fire ef 
and/or the Board of Public Health and the Commission Chairman or his design- 
ee, the Inspector shall determine whether the condition of the building or struc- 
ture represents a serious and imminent threat to public health and safety, and 
whether there is any reasonable alternative to the immediate demolition of the 
building or structure which would protect public health and safety. Whenever 
the Inspector issues an emergency demolition permit under the provisions of 
this bylaw Section, he shall prepare and file a written report describing the 
condition of the building or structure, and the basis of his decision to issue an 
emergency demolition permit, with the Commission. Nothing in this bylaw shall 
be inconsistent with the procedures for the demolition and/or securing of build- 
ings and structures established by General Laws Chapter 143, Sections 6-10, as 
long as the Commission Chairman is invited to accompany the Inspector in any 
related inspections. 

6, Non-Compliance: Anyone who demolishes/removes a building or structure 
__ identified in Section Three (3) without first obtaining, and complying fully with, 


the provisions of a demolition permit in accordance with the provisions of this 
bylaw shall be subject to a fine of not more than $500.00. 


Notwithstanding that an assessed fine is paid, unless a demolition permit was 
obtained het sich demolition/removal and unless such permit was fully com- 
plied with, the Inspector shall not issue a building permit pertaining to any 
property on which a building or structure identified in Section (3) has been 
demolished for a period of two (2) years from the date of demolition, unless the 
rep ieee recommends to him, after an open meeting, that this further penal- 
ty be waived. 


7. Severability: In case any section, paragraph, or part of this bylaw is declared 
invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, every other 
section, paragraph and part of the bylaw shall continue in full force and effect.

ARTICLE 78. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town of Andover Code 
of By-Laws, Article XII, Section 11, Dogs, as follows: 


By striking out the following subsections (a) Definitions: Restraint; (c) Re- 
straint of dogs; (e) Reclaiming impounded dogs; (g) Nuisances; (h) Quarantin- 
ing of dog that bites; (k) By-law violation; and (n) Fees in their entirety, and 
substituting therefor the following: 
(a) Definitions: 
Restraint: A dog shall be deemed to be under restraint if it is on the 
premises of the owner accompanied by a person who shall have the 
dog under control or, if outside the premises of the owner, is accompa- 
nied by a person who shall have the dog under control by holding it 
firmly on a leash no greater that six (6) feet in length. 


(c) Restraint of Dogs: No person shall own, keep or harbor in the Town of 
Andover, within the confines of the owner’s property (meaning owned, 
rented or leased), any dog which is left unattended and is not ken- 
neled, leashed or otherwise restrained or, if outside the premises of 
the owner (meaning owned, rented or leased) any dog which is not 
held firmly on a leash no greater than six (6) feet in length by a person 
who shall have control of such a dog. 


(e) Reclaiming impounded dogs: An owner reclaiming an impounded dog 
shall pay an administrative fee of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) plus 
seven falar ($7.00) boarding charge for each day that the dog has 
been impounded, to a total maximum of ninety-five dollars ($95.00). 


(g) Nuisances: No owner shall fail to exercise proper care and control of 
his or her dog to prevent said dog from becoming a public nuisance. 
Barking frequently or for continued duration, or making sounds which 
create a noise disturbance across a residential real property bound- 
ary, molesting passersby, chasing vehicles, habitually attacking peo- 
ple or other domestic animals, trespassing upon school grounds, or 
trespassing upon private property in such manner as to damage prop- 
erty shall be deemed a nuisance. 

(h) Quarantining of dog that bites: Any dog that bites a person shall be 
quarantined for ten (10) days if ordered by the Inspector of Animals. 
During quarantine, the dog shall be securely confined and kept from 
contact with any other animal. At the discretion of Inspector of Ani- 
mals, the quarantine may be on the premises of the owner. If the 
Inspector of Animals requires other confinement, the owner shall sur- 
render the animal for the quarantine period to an animal shelter or 
shall at his own expense place it in a veterinary hospital. If said dog is 
in violation of one or more of the following: unlicensed, unrestrained, 
or is not currently vaccinated with antirabies vaccine, the owner shall 
surrender the animal for the quarantine period to a veterinary hospi- 
tal at the owner’s expense. 

(k) By-law violation: Proceeding under this section shal! not be criminal. 
Violations of any provision of this By-Law shall be punished by a fine 
of fifteen dollars ($15.00) for the first, twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for a 
second, fifty dollars ($50.00) for a third, and one hundred dollars 
($100.00) for a fourth or subsequent offense. If any violation be contin- 
uing, each day’s violation shall be deemed to be a separate violation. 
Complaints will be sought in a District Court according to Chapter 140, 
Section 173A of the General Laws. 

(n) Fees: 

(1) The fees for dog licenses shall be as follows: Four dollars ($4.00) for a 
male dog and six dollars ($6.00) for a female dog unless the female dog 
has been spayed, in which case the fee shall be four dollars ($4.00). 
Any dog licensed after May 1 shall be subject to an administrative fee 
of $2.00 per month or any part thereof. Said fees are subject to all 
other conditions as set forth in MGLA, Chapter 140, Section 139. 

And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting attested copies and 
publication thereof, fourteen days, at least, before the time and place of said 
meeting as directed by the Bylaws of the Town.

said. 

Tony Torrisi, acting town manager, 
said the limited parking is caused by the 
park itself. 

“We knew (about the limited parking) 
from the start. A surprise is just how at- 
tractive the park is,” he said. 

Mr. Torrisi suggests people park in the 
commuter parking lot or on side streets 
along Shawsheen Square. He also said 
peo parking on Lowell Street should 
park on the east (park) side. 

Beth Swartz, a member of the Penguin 
Park Steering Committee, said town offi- 
cials knew Penguin Park was coming. 
“All the problems should have been 
ironed out one year ago, not now,” she 
said. ‘‘We’ve broken our rear ends for two 
years working very long hours building 
this beautiful structure. And it’s use is 
limited due to the parking situation.” 

Amy Goldman, also a member of the 
Penguin Park Steering Committee, said 
her group is not responsible for the park- 
ing problem. 

“We had nothing to do with the parking. 
We didn’t anticipate this much of a de- 
mand,” Mrs. Goldman said. 

Mrs. Swartz said she has heard from 
the parents of children who wish to use 
the park.

Mrs. Swartz suggests some solutions. 
She said the no parking signs on Route 133 
should be removed to allow cars to park 
on the grass until the parking situation is 


solved. 


However, Lt. Froberg said the town 
erected signs to keep cars off the grass to 
protect the property. “If people want to 
use the park, they will have to park legal- 
ly — bottom line,” he said. 

Mrs. Swartz also proposes instead of 
parallel parking on Iceland Road, a dozer 
could push a slope a foot or so high. This 
would create angle parking and, there- 
fore, more parking. She also said more 
angle parking could be done in front of 
the Penguin Park sign to open another 
possible 20 spots.
